CORN DROPS 4 CENTS AFTER 
“RAIN FALLS IN MIDDLEWEST 


September $1.05 in Chicago; Wheat 
Falls 2 Cents in Sympathy 
to $1.12.

CHICAGO, / ug. 4.—Rains in the 
corn belt caused a deluge of selling 
in the grain market today, breaking 
corn prices the 4-cent limit, the first 
pronounced setback in a week dur- 
ing which values had risen more 
than 20 cents a bushel. 

Prices here and at Kansas City 
fell the maximum permitted in one 
session as soon as the markets 
opened. 

Wheat, though strengthened by 
upturns of prices in foreign mar- 
kets, declined in sympathy with the 
break in corn, dropping more than 
2 cents soon after trading started. 

The early drop sent September 
corn down to around $1.05 a bushel. 
September wheat was quoted 
around $1.12. 

After the market rallied and 
prices recovered partially heavy 
selling just before the close plunged 
some corn deliveries down the full 
4-cent limit for the second time. 
Predictions of unsettled weather 
east of the Mississippi River gave 
rise to hope in some quarters that 
crop deterioration might be 
checked. 

Wheat lost almost 4 cents in sym- 
pathy with the late break in corn 
and finished 2%@3% cents lower 
than yesterday's close, September 
$1.10% @ 4.

They Halt Busses in Marseilles and 
Wreck Motors; Six Ar- 
rested But Released. 
MARSEILLES, Aug. 4.—A thou- 
sand parading Leftis® workmen 
yesterday upset 12 street cars and 
wrecked the motors of eight busses 
in protest against increased fares. 
The workmen surrounded the 
street cars and advised passen- 
gers to get out before the cars 
were pushed over. Then they 
halted the busses and tore out parts

PELTIER’S COMET LOSES TAIL 


Astronomer Says “No One Knows 
What Happened.” 
WILLIAMS BAY, Wis., Aug. 4.— 
Peltier’'s comet in the northern sky 
has lost its tail. “No one knows 
what happened,” Dr. Otto Struve, 
Yerkes Observatory director said. 
“The size of the tail should seem 
to be cut down as the comet ap- 
proaches the earth, but 
not disappear altogether.” 
A possible explanation, he said, 
was that the comet had traveled 
so far away from the sun—whose 
rays pushed the tail out of the com- 
et in the first place—that the force 
of the sun's light no longer affected 
it and the filmy stuff in the tail 
disintegrated. Loss of the tail, 
which left the comet just a round 
object with the appearance of a 
fuzzy star, occurred as the comet

POLICE SAY BULLETS 
HIT WRONG MEN 


Think Attack Was Aimed 
at Informer in Narcotic 
Case—Former Convict Is 
Questioned.

Two men were wounded by a 
burst of pistol fire from an auto- 
mobile on Franklin avenue between 
Eleventh and Hadley streets at 
9:30 a. m. today. 

Charles Jackson, 42 years old, a 
cook in a chile parlor at 1114 Frank- 
lin avenue, was struck in the right 
shoulder by one of the bullets as he 
stood at a stove preparing a sand- 
wich. The other wounded man, Al- 
bert Catalano, 28, 3828 Vest avenue, 
was shot in the right thigh as he 
stood in front of a shop at No. 1116, 
where he'‘is employed as a barber. 

Police expressed the opinion the 
bullets were intended for neither of 
the wounded men, but for a Gov- 
ernment informer in a Harrison 


anti-narcotic act prosecution in 
1931, who was said to have been 
standing in front of the chile par- 
lor when the shooting occurred. The 
former informer, Joe Bova, is be- 
ing sought for questioning. 

A half-block from the scene of 
the shooting, detectives arrested 
Ben Bommarito, who was released

cotic act. It was against Bomma- 
rito that Bova was a witness in 
June, 1931. Bommarito is being 
questioned by the police. 


Detectives Near Scene. 


Two Negro detectives, James Tay- 
lor and Isaiah Woods, had stopped 
in front, of the chile parlor to ques- 
tion a group of men there, includ- 
ing Bommarito, about five minutes 
before the shooting. Taylor told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter they had 
walked only. about a half block 
when they heard five or six shots 
apparently fired from a black se- 
dan. Detectives who arrested Bom- 
marito nearby also took into cus- 
tody Anthony Bommarito, 5408 
Queens avenue, and Louis Bomma- 
rito, 717 Carr street, said to be rel- 
atives. 

At City Hospital, Jackson told 
reporters that he was standing at 
the stove when he heard the shots, 
heard a bullet crash through the 
plate-glass window and was 
knocked down. His wife, who was 
sitting near him, said that as the 
shots were fired she heard a car 
speed by. 

“Immediately afterward,” she 
said, “several men who had been 
standing on the sidewalk crawled 
into the lunchroom on their hands 
and knees and asked if anyone had 
been hit. I told them my husband 
had been shot, and I took him to 
the hospital.” 

Catalano was picked up by 
friends and taken to the office of a 
physician, then to Alexian Broth- 
ers’ Hospital, from which he was 
removed to City Hospital. He told 
reporters he was standing in front 
of the barber shop when the shots 
were fired and that he crawled to 
the restaurant for help. 


Three Shots Hit Parked Car. 


Estimates of witnesses as to the 
number of shots fired varied from 
five to ten. Three shots struck a 
parked automobile in front of the 
chile parlor, said to be owned by a 
member of the Bommarito family, 
and the others struck the sidewalk 
and the fronts of the two buildings. 
Informed that two notorious gang- 
sters were seen in the automobile 
from which the shots were fired, 
policemen started a search for them. 

Witnesses said that the shots 
were fired while the automobile was 
eastbound. Some said that the car 
turned in the street east of the chile 
parlor and sped west, while others 
said it continued east.

The boxes are generally known as 
“poor boxes.” When he went to 
cast his vote in a polling place 
at 1816 Klemm street, Peters ob- 
served such a box and at his pro- 
test it was removed. 

Peters was told, he said, that only 
candidates were expected to make 
a contribution. “Those who solicit 
money from candidates in a polling 
place can hardly be expected to ex- 
ercise the fairness and impartiality 
their duties demand,” Peters said.

The offense is 
a misdemeanor, punishable by 30 to 
60 days in the jail or workhouse. 

Caroncino is charged with neg- 
lect to instruct election clerks to 
make the canvass, a misdemeanor 
punishable by a jail or workhouse 
term up to six months. Recanvass- 
ers in this precinct, which is in 
Jimmy Miller's Fourth -Ward, re- 
ported 380 “not found” in a regis- 
tration of 1085. 

The three were released on bonds 
of $1000 returnable Aug. 10 before 
Judge Joseph F. Dickmann in the 
Court of Criminal Correction. 


Caroncino was the third official 
in his precinct to be indicted. The 
others were the Democratic clerk, 
John Tocco, 1810 Cass avénue, and 
the Republican clerk, Raymond 
Shea, 2308A Cass avenue. Tocco 
said, after his arrest, that he served 
as election judge and not as clerk 
last Jtne 18, but Circuit Attorney 
Franklin Miller said Tocco was 
commissioned as a clerk and should 
have performed a clerk’s duties. 

The grand jury, which has _ re- 
turned a total of 12 election-fraud 
indicements thus far, remained in 
session today, although precinct 
records were in use at polling places 
and were not available for the 
grand jury inquiry. Any complaints 
having to do with the conduct of 
the primary election, however, can 
be considered immediately by the 
grand jury.

The most unusual of St. Louis 
primaries, held under the shadow 
of the registration frauds exposed 
by the Post-Dispatch, will end at 
7 o'clock this evening. Voting in 
the 669 city precincts, with a dep- 
uty election commissioner on guard 
in each, began at 6 a. m. 

Each deputy commissioner had a 
ist—in many precincts a long 
list—of the names “not found” in 
last week's precinct recanvass, 
which it was his duty to challenge, 


should anyone offer to vote them. 
There were originally 46,252 of the 
“not found” names, and after res- 
toration of a small part of these, 
more than 44,000 remained on the 
challengers’ black lists. 

210,000 Vote Indicated. 

Up to 4 o'clock this afternoon, 
as indicated by a telephone can- 
vass of 28 sample precincts in the 
city’s wards, about 34 per cent of 
the registration, or 134,000 votes in 
the entire city, had been cast. The 
number of votes cast in the sam. 
ple precincts was 6092, out of regise 
tration of 17,998 in those precincts, 
The vote at that time, with three 
hours of the voting day remain- 
ing, caused estimates of a total 
vote of 210,000 to 220,000 for the 
day, which would be a fairly heavy 
primary vote. 

Including the 46,252 “not found” 
names, the total uncorrected city 
registration is 394,774. 

Four Judges Removed. 

All four judges of the Fourteenth 
Precinct of Jimmy Miller’s Fourth 
Ward were removed early this af- 
ternoon by Chairman Waechter and 
Secretary Moore of the Election 
Board, who charged that the judges 
had deposited ballots in the ballot 
box without authority, after mark- 
ing them for illiterates, as permit. 
ted under the law. Only the voter 
may deposit a ballot in the box, 
This polling place is at 2602 Cass 
avenue. 

Waechter and Moore went to the 
precinct in response to an anony- 
mous telephone complaint and, they 
told reporters, established the facts 
by inquiry among challengers, 
watchers and others in the polling 
place. Those removed were Milton 
Hade, 1424 Cass avenue, and Wil- 
liam Dempsey 1424 Hadley street, 
Democrats, and Benjamin F. Small, 
2628 Gamble street, and Joseph 
Casey, 1446A Cass, Republicans. 

In their places the two commis- 
sioners appointed William C. Metz, 
5657 Vernon avenue, and Francis 
Wolf, 2620 Cass, Republicans, and 
Richard Clifford, 1929 Benton 
street, and Joseph Reader, 2608 
Cass, Democrats. Metz and Clifford 
are clerks regularly employed by 
the Election Board. The commis-

among the bystanders. A second 
deputy commissioner, Arthur 
Hoene, -4620A Carrie avenue, was 
assigned the polling place tw assist 
the one already there, Chester R.

OMB EXPLOSION 
WREGKS TAVERN 


AND LIQUOR STORE

Thé explosion of a bomb at 2:25 
4. ti. today wrecked the interior of 
the Theater Cafe, a tavern and 
liquor store at 1008-10 McCausland 
avenue, operated by Michael J. 
Smith, Democratic politician. Dam- 
age to the building and contents 
was estimated at $1000. 

Smith told a: Post-Dispatch tfe- 
porter he attributed the attack to 
politics. “I’m district captain of 
six precincts in this ward, the 
‘Twenty-fourth, and I’m supporting 
L. J. Gualdoni for committeeman 
against Assessor John English, 
chairman of the Democratic City 
Committee,” Smith said. “When I 
bégan displaying Gualdoni cam- 
paign postets in my windows I had 
visitors, Who asked me to switch 
my support to English. I refused 
to change my position, and one 
caller told me I would not be safe 
on the streets any moré.” Smith, 
a former excavating contractor. 
said he replied to the threat with 


the anfhouncément that he would 
“take a chance.” Subsequentiy he 
received word that “they are going 
to get even.” 

“T wasn't surprised at what hap- 
pened early today,” the saloonkeep- 
ér added, referring to the bombing. 

The bomb, thought by the police 
to have been of gufpowder, was 
placed on a rear Wifidow sill of the 
one-story building. The foree of the 
blast swept through the _ tavern, 
blowing bottles from shelves and 
smashing the bar mirror and two 
front windows. The report awak- 
ened residents of the neighborhood, 
including Circuit Attorney Frank- 
lin Miller, who resides at 1117 Mc- 
Causland avenue. A battered metal 
can foufid at the scene was thought 
to have been the bomb container. 

Two motorists, passing at the 
time, told police they saw a man 
run from the building holding his 
arm as if injuted. The mani crossed 
Clayton avénue ahd disappeared in 
Forest Park, the witnesses report- 
ed. Officers in scout cats séarcheéed 
the park until after daylight, but 
did not find the man.

In it she came across testimony that 
her husband had withdrawn $19,205 
from a safety deposit box and had 
cashed a check for $20,000 shortly 
before his firm closed. Then she 
realized for the first time, she said, 
that it was “her money” that was 
involved in Kattelman’s present dif- 
ficulties. 

Why She Did Not Tell. 

Asked why she had not told, dur- 
ing her examination before the Ref- 
eree in Bankruptcy, of the money 
she said she had lent to her husband 
of the $39,550 he haa paid back to 
her, Mrs. Kattelman replied:

Charges in Bill. 


Details of the single true bill, 
part of a partial] report of a special 


grand jury that has been investigat- 


ing trade practices in the oil indus- 
try since May 4, were announced 
last night by U. 8. District Attor- 
ney John Boyle. The report was 
delivered to Federal Judge Patrick 
T. Stone July 28, when the jury re- 
cessed until Aug. 19. 


Boyle said specific charges were 
that the defendants “combined and 
conspired”—beginning in February, 
1935, and continuing to the present 
time—to increase and fix prices of 
gasoline sold in interstate com- 
merce, chiefly in Wisconsin, Michi- 
gan, Indiana, Illinois, Minnesota, 
North and South Dakota, Iowa.,. Mis- 
souri and Kansas. 

The Government charges, he said, 
that gasoline prices were manipu- 
lated by means of two concerted 
buying programs or pools, one op- 
erating in East Texas and the other 
in Oklahoma and the nearby mid- 
continent fields. The indictment 
charged that the defendant com- 
panies acted in concert to purchase 
large quantities of gasoline in pot 
deals from independent refiners at 
artificial prices which were main- 
tained as going mar«et prices. 

Boyle said the Government 
charged that by increasing and fix- 
ing the spot market prices through 
a buying program, the major com- 
panies boosted prices which the 
jobbers were required to pay for 
gasoline under their long-term con- 
tracts. He said the jurors found 
the retail price was affected simi- 
larly. 

The jury will resume its investi- 
gation Aug. 19, Boyle said. He said 
“certain practices” of the Ethyl 
Gasoline Corporation, which manu- 
factures and licenses the use of an 
anti-knock compound, would be in- 
vestigated.

TOTAL VOTE IN OTHER 
PRIMARIES COMPARED 


day, in 1932 There Were 
201,474 Cast. 


Analysis of the vote in the last 
three primary elections in “presi- 
dential years” is of interest in con- 
nection with the voting in today's 


primary. 

In the 1932 primary there were 
201,474 votes cast. In 1928 there 
were 135,902. In 1924 there were 
129,047. 

Although the registration report- 
ed. by the Election Board before 
last week’s recanvass was 394,774 
—the largest on record here for any 
election—Chairman James A. 
Waechter of the Election Board 
predicted yesterday that only 150,- 
000 ballots would be cast today. 

In the recanvass, brought about 
by the exposure by the 
Post-Dispatch of wholesale padding 
of the registration, 46,252 persons 
were not found. A few of them 
subsequently answered citations 
and proved their right to vote. 
Subtraction of the entire 46,252 
would have reduced the registra- 
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tion to 348,522. An exact figure on 
the number legally eligible to vote 
is not available, but it probably is | 
about 350,000. 

Comparison of Vote. 

A comparison of the vote, regis- 
tration and percentage ratio of vote 
to registration in the preceding 
primaries with Waechter’'s estimate 
for today’s election follows:

1928 — — —144,946 54% 267,125

The primaries of 1920 and earlier 
are not comparable, because wom- 
an suffrage began with the gen- 
eral election of 1920. 

On the basis of the full official 
registration of 394,774, a vote of 
only 150,000 would be 38 per cent 
of the enrollment of voters. 

Heretofore the record registra- 
tion was 357,078, for the 1932 presi- 
dential election. That was the only 
time in the past when the num- 
ber of voters on the books exceed- 
ed the number eligible to vote to- 
day, as reduced by the recanvass. 

Registration Sept. 21-24. 

The basis registration, good for 
four years, is made in September 
of “presidential year,” being due 
this year Sept. 21-24. In the past 
the largest enrollment of voters al- 


ways has been for the presidential 
election, the volume dwindling dur- 
ing the remainder of the four-year 
period. 

As has been told, the Election 
Board has appointed deputy elec- 
tion commissioners, with instruc- 
tions to challenge at the polls to 
day any of the 46,252 persons not 
found in the recanvass who may 
attempt to vote. 

Chairman Waechter predicted 
that 95,000 Democratic and 55,000 
Republican ballots would be cast 
today. This compares with the pre- 
ceding primaries as follows: 

1932—-Democratic, 91,536; Repub- 
lican, 109,657; minor parties, 281. 

1928—Democratic, 38,065; Repub 
lican, 106,817; minor parties, 64. 

1924—Democratic, 46,449; Repub- 
lican, 82,226; others, negligible. 

In the “off-year” primary of 1934 
the vote was: Democratic, 115,550; 
Republican, 61,389; total, 176,939, or 
51 per cent of the registration.

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FRANK L. DITTMEIER 
DENIES OWING $24 300 


President of Bankrupt Real Es- 
tate Company Testifies 
at Hearing. 


Frank L. Dittmeier, president of 
the bankrupt Frank L. Dittmeier 
Real Estate Co., testified yesterday 
in Bankruptcy Court that he did 
not owe his company $24,300, as 
was stated in the firm’s schedules 


of assets and liabilities, filed in 
connection with its voluntary bank- 
ruptcy petition. The firm, which 
had been in business -since 1904, 
filed its petition last April 24 in 
Federal Court. 

On questioning by counsel for the 
trustee of the bankrupt concern, 
Dittmeier said he did not think he 
owed the company “a cent.” Asked 
to explain why he was listed as a 
creditor of the firm, the former 
dealer said that he had not drawn 
a salary from 1932 to the time of 
the bankruptcy. His salary was 
originally $300 a month, he said. 

The firm, Dittmeier explained, 
was in poor financial condition and 
he was trying to operate it with- 
out drawing any cash. He stated 
he used some money he had saved 
to pay his expenses during the time 
he did not draw a salary. 

“In other words,” he was asked, 
“you consider that your unpaid 
services would cover the $24,000 
you owe the company?” 

“Dittmeier said he did, and add- 
ed that certain items had been in- 
correctly charged against him on 
the books. He cited one instance 
when a $6000 deed of trust had 
been charged against him and nev- 
er collected. 

His wife, he said, has a credit 
of about $200 with the company, 
having advanced $5000 in cash in 
1933 and on three or four other 
occasions turned over deeds of 
trust to the firm.’ She was repaid 
from time to time, he explained, 
sometimes with deeds of trust. 

The firm was incorporated in 
tion of $50,000, he said, with him- 
self, his mother and stepfather as 
stockholders. He said the com- 
pany engaged in the collection of 
rents, negotiated loans and deeds 
of trust and bought and sold real 
estate. The company held title to 
considerable property at ‘one time, 
but in recent years it held less real 
estate outright, he said. 

He was questioned also as to cer- 
tain transactions involving deeds 
of trust on two small pieces of 
property.

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NORMAN THOMAS ON 
LEAD BELT CONDITIONS 


Writes to Landon Saying Living 
Standards Are Blot on 
Three States. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—Norman 
Thomas wrote Alf M. Landon today 
that the Governor's record is “a 
matter of deep concern to the 
workers.” 

Charging that there was lack of 
protection of health and safety of 
workers in the lead and zine area 
and “outrageously low” living con- 
ditions, the Socialist candidate 
wrote: “The entire situation is a 
blot upon Kansas, Missouri ahd Ok- 
lahoma.” | 

“Certainly,” he ad@@A, “Kafisas 
has done nothing to sét a standard 
and confidence for the 
workers,” 

Thomas said he was “less enthu- 
siastic about the Wagner Labor Re- 
lations Law than some of its spon- 
sors because I fear what might hap- 
pen to the workers under it if the 
Government should become reac- 
tionary or sériii-fascist.” 

Expressing the hope the Repub- 
lican presidential nominee may see 
fit to discuss the law from the 
standpoint of its desirability, the 
Socialist candidate explained why 
he had supported it. 

“T do believe in principle that by 
their véry nature company unions 
are not and cannot be, a free ex- 
pression of the interests of the 
workers, and are, therefore, not a 
sultable instrumentality. of collect 
tive bargaining,” he wrote. “The 
right of collective bargaining is és- 
sential to the workers. For this 
réason, I have supported the Wag- 
ner law.” 

Thanks Landon for Letter. 

Thomas thanked his opponent for 
his letter of July 29, in which Gov. 
Landon amplified his views on the 
right of labor to organize. Thomas 
wrote Landon, “I believe you have 
made a real contribution to the 
straightforward discussion of cam- 
paign issues by clarifying and inter- 
preting your statement with regard 
to labor’s right to organize,” adding, 
“IT hope that sometime during the 
campaign you may find occasion to 
apply your principles explicitly to 
the efforts now in progress to or- 
ganizé steel workers and share crop- 
pers. 

“T read with interest your ac- 
count of your handling of the strike 
in the lead and zinc mines in the 
tri-state area in the summer of 
19385. When I was in that wretched 
country, in the fall of 1935, I was 
told that Kansas troops had be- 
haved less badly than Oklahoma 
troops.

Owens won his second title of the 
eleventh olympiad with a leap of 
8.06 meters (26 feet 5 21-64 inches), 
shattering the previous record of 
25 feet 4%4 inches, made by Edward 
Hamm in the 1928 games. 

The Ohio State flash, who also is 
entered in the 200-meter sprint, in 
which he is favored to win and be- 
come a triple Olympic champion, 
was short of his world record of 26 
feet 8% inches. The latter mark 
was approved last week by the In- 
ternational Amateur Athletic Fed- 
eration Records Committee and 
now is pending final acceptance by 
the I. A. A. F. congress. 

It was the fourth championship 
won by the United States in the five 
finals decided on the third day of 
the competition.

Recent Attack Made 


on Capital—Fascists 


Harassed With Numerous Raids 
on Railroad.

PORT SAID, Egypt, Aug. 4. — 
Ethiopian armies are encircling 
Addis Ababa, reports reaching here 
said yesterday, and harassing the 
Italian army of occupation with 
numerous raids along the railroad to 
Dessye. 

The reports also told of an attack 
on Addis Ababa last week. The 
Ethiopians were said to have re- 
treated after a 36-hour battle. 

A Bishop Petros, presumably of 
the Ethiopian Coptic church, was 
said to have been executed in a 
street in Addis Ababa on conviction 
of aiding the attackers.

$25,861,936 CUT IN DEBTS 
OF ‘DISTRESSED’ FARMER 


Resettlement Administration Says 
Voluntary Committees Aided 
33,906 in 10 Months. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—A $25,- 
861,936 voluntary cut in the debts 
of 33,906 “distressed” farmers was 
reported today by the Resettlement 
Administration. 

The debts, 


down by. creditors, through the 
work of voluntary farm debt com- 
mittees in bringing farmers and 
their creditors “together in a neu- 
tral atmosphere” during the 10 
months ended June 30. 

Expenses of seeking debt re- 
adjustments, taken from a fund pro- 
vided by President Roosevelt on 
Sept. 1, amounted to 1 per cent of 
the total amount of debts involved, 
the Administration said. So _ far, 
$1,100,000 of the allotted $2,000,000 
has been expended. 

Debts of $102,103,451 were cut to 
$76,241,414 through adjustment, the 
Administration reported. Taxes of 
$1,887,414 were paid local govern- 
ment bodies in connection with the 
debt settlements. 

Although the debt committees 
had “no legal authority to enforce 
their recommendations,” the Reset- 
tlement Administration said, it had 
“discovered that creditors respond 
more readily” to their advice “than 
to the requests of their debtors.” 

Of the cases settled, the report 
showed actual reduction of debts 
in 21,034; extension of time in 8118; 
reduction in interest in 393; a com- 
bination of these methods in 865; 
and “other methods” in 3496 cases. 

The county debt committees, ap- 
pointed by Governors in 46 states, 
were credited with “the success” of 
the plan. The 12,519 local commit- 
teemen served without salary, but 
are paid “out of pocket” expenses, 
it was said. 

South Dakota led all states in.the 
total farm debt reductions with $2,- 
835,027. Other states included Illi- 
nois, $1,787,483; Arkansas, $1,223,327. 


STERILITY NOW TREATED FREE 
BY GOVERNMENT IN GERMANY 


Malady Placed Under Social 
surance Laws in Drive for 
Higher Birth Rate. 
By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Aug. 4.—Sterility is a 
malady within the meaning of the 
social insurance acts, the Reich in- 
surance office recently decided. 

This reverses a previous rule 
which did not admit .reatment for 
sterility as chargeable to public 
funds. 

The new judgment is based on 
the principle that the necessity for 
raising the birth rate is more ur- 
gent than personal considerations. 
It is now definitely laid down that 
even if a married woman is other- 
wise healthy she is entitled to claim 
sick benefit in order to have the 
causes of her inability to bear chil- 
dren treated.

FDIC REPORTS PROFI 
ON ITS INVESTMENTS 


$6,561,000 Left Over After 
Expenses, *Making Surplus 
of $34,482,000. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 4. — The 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corpo- 
ration reported today that it had 
paid all expenses thus far from 
income on its investments, with a 
profit of $6,561,000 left over. This 
was done, it said, without dipping 


into assessments collected from in- 
sured banks, amounting to $28,- 
927,667, which have been combined 


it said, were scaled 
as $34,482,000 surplus. 


with the profit figure and listed 


The figures, covering the entire 
period of Federal Deposit Insur- 
ance, were presented in a report 
to the member banks. Since Aug. 
23, 1935, when the present perma- 
nent insurance fund was institut- 
ed, income from investments has 
totaled $7,672,257 and expenses §$6,- 
936,371. 

$9,943,085 to Depositors. 

For the entire period, $9,943,085 
was paid to depositors in closed 
banks or such payments were 
pending on June 30. They went to 
the customers of 60 banks and cov- 
ered all but one-half of 1 per cent 
of all depositors. 

“Only 306 depositors out of 66,- 
000 were not fully covered by in- 
surance,” the report said. 

The corporation insures all de- 
posits made to banks which com- 
prise its membership to a maximum 
of $5000 for each individual. De- 
positors with more than _ that 
amount on deposit are protected 
to the extent of $5000 only. 

Seeking to eliminate unsound 
banks, the corporation said it had 
made loans of $7,482,242 and pur- 
chases of assets amounting to 
$428,912 “in the facilitation of 
mergers and consolidations of 12 
insured banks with deposits of $17,- 
889,000.” 

An estimated loss of $3,238,000 on 
these items was said to have been 
“substantially less than the loss to 
the FDIC would have been had 
banks been allowed to fail.” 

60 Suspensions in 30 Months. 

The report disclosed a total of 
60 suspensions between Jan. 1, 
1934, and July 1 of this year. Elev- 
en were in Missouri, six in Wiscon- 
sin and five in Texas. 

Georgia, Indiana, Kentucky and 
Tennessee had four closings each: 
Kansas, Mississippi, New Jersey, 
Oklahoma, Pennsylvania and South 
Dakota, two each; and Illinois, 
Iowa, Louisiana, Michigan, Minne- 
sota, Montana, Nebraska, Ohio, 
South Carolina and Virginia, one 
each, the report said. No closings 
occurred in other states. 

Insured deposits in the suspended 
Missouri banks, the report showed, 
totaled $1,429,000 and of the 5746 
depositors only 21 were not fully 
protected under the $5000 FDIC 
guarantee. Deposits totaling $128,- 
000 in these banks were not in- 
sured.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Secre- 

tary of the interior ickes said last 

night that the “most reactionary 


individuals and interests in the 
United States” are supporting the 
Landon-Knox ticket. 

“The Republicans have a plat- 
form that faces both ways upon 
which stands a candidate whom the 
West is asked to support because 
he is ‘progressive,’ while, at the 
same time, he is entirely satisfac- 
tory to Wall street and the preda- 
tory interests because he is ‘prac- 
tical.” Ickes said in a_ radio 


speech, 

Comparing a speech he said Gov. 
Landon made at an oil conference 
here in 1933 with the Republican 
candidate’s acceptance speech in 
Topeka, Ickes said it appeared that 
“Candidate Landon has gone A. 
w. O. L. from the war against 
poverty and want and the exploi- 
tation of the weak in which he en- 
listed in 1933.” 

As presiding officer at an oil 
conference at the Interior Depart- 
ment here in 1933, Ickes said, Lan- 
don declared for “the iron hand of 
a dictator” unless the _ industry 
could solve its problem within 90 
days. In his acceptance speech last 
month, Ickes continued, the nomi- 
nee declared against governmental 
regulation of industry. 

Ickes quoted Landon as saying 
in 1933 that even the iron hand of 
a national dictator is preferable (in 
the oil industry) to a “paralytic 
stroke.” 

“No one thought,” Ickes con- 
tinued, “to ask Gov. Landon whom 
he .-had in mind when he referred 
to a ‘paralytic stroke,’ but I sus- 


pect that it was the general belief 
that he meant Mr. Herbert Hoov- 
er.” 

Ickes quoted Landon as prais- 
ing “the courage with which Pres- 
ident Roosevelt has attacked the 
depression,” in his speech at the oil 
conference. He then quoted Lan- 
don as adding the following words 
to this statement: 

“If there is any way in which a 
member of that species, thought by 
many to be extinct, a Republican 
Governor of a Middle Western 
State, can aid him in the fight, I 
now enlist for the duration of the 
war.” 

The “laughter” indicated by the 
stenographer taking down Landon’s 
speech at this time, Ickes continued, 
“is nothing compared with the 
laughter that goes up today when 
a deadly parallel between Candidate 
Landon’s (acceptance) speech at 
Topeka, Kan., the night of July 23, 
1936, is drawn with the speech of 
Gov. Landon in Washington in 
1933.” 

After asserting that whether 
Goy. Landon and Col. Frank Knox, 
the Republican  vice-presidential 
nominee, are “progressive or not, 
there is not any doubt -hat they 
are Hearstian,” Ickes continued, 

Landon’s “Four-in-Hand.” 

“It is indeed fortunate that, if 
Gov. Landon is a progressive at all, 
he is a ‘practical’ one. Who can 
doubt that it- takes the highest de- 
gree of practicality to drive a four- 
in-hand made up of Végliam Jian:

NAZI MOVE THREATENS 
U. S-GERMAN TRADE 


Special Accounts for Payments 
Abroad Suspended Following 
New American Requirements, 


By the Associated Press.

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ACROSS THE CHANNEL. 

Aviation was fivé years, one month and seven days 
old when Louis Bleriot flew across the English Chan- 
nel on July 25, 1909, but the world didn’t know it. 
The Wright brothers knew it. They knew when they 
got into thé air in a@ heavier-thah-air machine at 
Kitty Hawk, on Dec. 18, 1903, they had invented the 
airplane. They knew that mafi cOuld fly. And a 
Virginia paper had published a story of their feat. 
But the press as a whole was either silent or 80 
cautious in its accounts, and so obviously skeptical 
that the public wasn’t éven amused at the hoax. 
The attitude of the press and the publie was under- 
standable. Nine days before the Wrights actually 
flew, Prof. Langley’s Widely-publicizéd and _ iripor- 
tantly-attendéd demonstration in Washington had 
grotesquely failed when his machine dived like a 
plummet inté the Pototiac, Had a Gouplé of obscure 
mechanics if Dayton, 0. aceomplished what the 
eminent sciefitist had shown té be impossible? It 
couldn't be déne. The Kitty Hawk yarh was a fake. 
It was not until 1908 (the date was May 6) that 
big city reporters, sent te verify a tip from a free 
‘lancer, saw the thing themselvés: Hardly able to 
believe their @yes, they wired their stories afid gave 
the world the news. As an aceepted fact, then, 
aviation was still in its fitst year When Bleériot 
announced his fantastic intention and followed 
through. 

How ean Bieriot’s historic performance bé explained? | 
It is very simple. France was intensely interested in 
aviation and wildly curious about the claims of the

Explanation of U. S. Imposition of 
Countervailing Duties. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—In con- 
nection with present German- 
American trade _ difficulties, the 
Treasury today made public a letter 
from Assistant Secretary Josephine 
Roche to Secretary Hull stipulating 
that invoices of German goods ex- 
ported to the United States shall 
set forth any bounties received for 
such exports. 

A month ago the United States 
imposed countervailing duties on 
German exports in a move to off- 
set subsidies given German manu- 
facturers based upon sales of goods 
outside that country. 

Officials privately said these sub- 
sidies enabled German manufactur- 
ers to sell their goods in America 
at an unduly low price to the detri- 
ment of American producers. It 
amounted, they explained, to dump- 
ing. 

In retaliation for the countervail- 
ing duties, the ( erman Government 
has recently announced that certain 
mark accounts may not be used in 


the United States. 


Hull was dated June 22. It asked 
that all American consular officers 
in Germany be notified of the new 
regulations and called for the in- 
clusion in each invoice of a list of 
declarations regarding subsidies. 

Frank Dow, acting commissioner 
of customs, said that because these 
instructions were nots» transmitted 
to the American consulate general 
in Berlin until July 14, goods in- 
voiced from Germany prior to Aug.

QUIS PREVIEWS AUTUMN STYLES 


The Retailers’ Association Looks Over the Semi-Annual Display 


By SYLVIA STILES 


HE four fashion models in the 
 lcieineeiai illustration are 

“dressed up” in autumn clothes 
to demonstrate what the St. Louis 
wholesalers are offering for the 
coming season. These styles and 
many others of similar trend were 
presented for the first time last 
night at a show held in connection 
with a dinner dance at the Meadow- 
brook Country Club: for the inter- 
est of retailers here to attend the 
twenty-sixth semi-annual meeting 
of the American Retailers Associa- 
tion. 


You will note from the sketches . 


that the style authorities of the St. 
Louis apparel market think well of 
the tunic theme and have not only 
frocks but suits to prove it. They 
also believe that the princesse mode 
is an important one for coats as 


well as for dresses. Elaborate trim- 
ming likewise is endorsed with 
braid or various types, beads, but- 
tons, quilting and fur contributing 
to the elegant. features of the sea- 
son. 

Millinery designers who have 
contributed to the fashion showing 
have a variety of styles to offer, 
the wide diversity of their themes 
being indicated by the hats worn 
by the four models illustrated. For- 
ward sweeping brims that diminish 
to mere bands at the back, tiered 
turbans, high crowns with intricate 
manipulation to suit different- 
shaped faces, and bright feather 
trimming are highlights of the 
mode. 

To consider each of the four cos- 
tumes in detail. The large figure 
in the center is displaying a one- 
piece princesse frock for general 
daytime wear. The material is 
sheer black alpaca and the con- 
trasting trimming is white military 
braid. The dress is unbelted so 
that the fitted lines are not broken 
from shoulders to hemline. The 
fullness above the elbows of sleeves 
is emphasized by a cluster of very 


full gathers at the top of the arm- 


holes with the sleeves sloping to fit 
very snugly from the elbows to the 
wrists.

HE white braid is applied to a 

pointed yoke which covers most 
™ of the blouse, this yoke extend- 
ing to a_point at center front and 
back and also on the shoulders. A 
high standing collar of the Queen 
Ann type is. a spectacular detail. 
Covered buttons that are trimmed 


{with white go the full length of 


the front of the dress and also trim 
the sleeves. 

The hat which is worn with this 
dress is a black felt. toque which 
has the crown elongated at the 
top of the front and pulled out 
to give the forward sweep that is 
so extensively advocated for au- 
tumn. There is a rounded front 
curve over the close-fitting head- 
band and a bow of felt to trim the 
side. & 

The second dress shown on the 
figure in the panel at left also 
is of alpaca but is brown rather 
than black. This frock displays an 
excellent new version of the tuni¢ 
idea, and one which is becoming 
for different: heights. The tunic 
is open at the front and flares out- 
ward to give a silenderizing line. 
It igs trimmed down the front and 
around the hemline with a border 
design formed of brown and bright 
green braid, the green shade sup- 
plying flower-like medallion orna- 
mentation, The™braid also trims 
the front of the blouse which fas- 
tens with small brown buttons and 
fabric loops. A yoke of the mate- 
rial is padded and stitched to give 
a quilted effect. This same theme 
is used on the little standing col- 
lar and the tailored bow at the 
front of the neckline. The sleeves 
are gathered very full at the top 
and have the bright trimming at 
the wrists.

BONNET type of hat, made of 

brown felt is worn with this 

dress. The bonnet line is 
achieved by turning up the brim 
across the front, catching it tight 
to the crown with a felt bow and 
cutting it off so close at the back 
that it is scarcely noticeable. 

The suit demonstrates some new 
thoughts in line and coloring. The 
material is a diagonal woolen in a 
shade which resembles brick but 
is designated by many different 
names for autumn. A stole trim- 
ming of brown kolinsky fur trims 
the jacket. The coat is semi-fitted 
and unbelted. It is knee length and 
suggests the tunic mode. Armholes 
are quite deep and there is consid- 
erable detail to the design of the 
sleeves to give fullness and inter- 
est above the elbows. A seam over 
the top of the arm is finished with 
a deep pleat. A panel of the fabric 
is inserted at the back to provide 
Additional fullness below the waist- 
line, there being three imverted 
pleats stitched down from the 
waistline to the hips where they 
are released. A close-fitting vest 
which has a straight high collar 
buttons up the front and is detach- 
able. The skirt has pleats at the 
side seams. 

The hat created especially for 
this suit has an upturned brim at 


one side and a high crown dec- 
orated with swirled pleats. A quill 
is tucked into the brim and gives 
additional height to the model. 

Several other suits of some- 
what similar design emphasize 
the importance of the knee 
length jacket and the elaborate use 
of fur. One biack suit trimmed 
with caracul has the fur applied in 
sections as though it were a con- 
trasting fabric. 

The coat on the seated figure is 
of tobacco brown woolen fin a nov- 
elty jacquard weave. It has the 
nipped-in waistline and moderately 
flared hemline. Of special interest 
and significance is the application 
of the Jap mink fur. This prac- 
tically covers the top of the leg-o’- 
mutton sleeves, the high-pqaked

shoulder line being emphasized by 
stitches taken in the fur to hold it 
upright on top of the arm. The 
collar also is unusual, as it is 
formed of double bands of fur to 
frame the face.

For Children , 
At the Table 


Simple Rules Help Greatly 
When They Are Allowed 
Out to Dinner. 


By Angelo Patri 


HILDREN are often asked te 
(stay to dinner when they are 

visiting at each other's homes. 
They like to do so, but often their 
visit is spoiled by the feeling that 
they have made some sort of mis- 
take at the table. 
They are not quite 
sure what went 
wrong, but they 
suffer under the 
uneasy feeling 
that it was some- 
thing pretty bad. 

We ought to 
prepare them for 
such occasions. It 
is humiliating in 
the extreme for a 


child to feel that 
he has in 


some 
transgressed 
socially. Social 
errors bring pun- 
ishment quite out 
of all proportion to their impo~m 
tance, but that do¢s not help the 
children any. Knowing the accept 
ed way will help them. I am offer 
ing a few simple rules to that end, 

When you enter the dining room, 
stand by the left side of the chair, 
which your hostess indicates as 
yours, until she seats herself. Then 
sit down without fuss. If you are 
left 
with her chair. If you are a girl, 
move in front or your chair close 
to the table, seat yourself as the 
chair is moved toward you by the 
man or boy who is helping you. If 
there is no man or. boy, follow your 
hostess. 

Pick up your napkin, unfold it 
half way and lay it across your lap, 
Don't swing it to the breeze like @ 
banner. Use it without fuss, when 
you need to, otherwise let it stay 
in your lap. When you rise from 
the table, fold it once only and lay 
it at the side of the plate where 
you found it. Don't put it back 
into its folds, however. It is on its 
way to the laundry. 

Don't touch your glass of water 
until your hostess does. Follow her 
in this as in everything. If wine 
is served just leave it. Your drink, 
as a young person, is water or milk, 

Don’t attempt to be bright at ta 
ble. Listen more than you talk.

PEAK up promptly when you are 

asked a question. If you don't 

know the answer, just say so, 
When offered a choice of food, make 
your choice. Don't say, “Anything is 
good enough for me.” That is awe 
ful. Your hostess wants to please 
you. If she offers you a choice be 
tween dark meat and light make 
your choice and smile apprecia- 
tively. : 

Don't say “No thank you,” whep 
offered something at the table un- 
less you really cannot eat it. Take 
something of what is offered and 
eat it. That is due your hostess 
whose dinner you are eating. She 
hopes you like it and is pleased 
when you show that you enjoy it 
Refuse second helpings unless you 
are really hungry, and others are 
having them. If you are watchful 
you can see whether the others at 
table are about through with their 
meal and so avoid beginning to eat 
another helping when everybody 
else is ready for dessert. 

Try to show that you are enjoy 
ing yourself. Try to think about 
the others at the table and be 
watchful to see that they have what 
they want of the dishes that are 
for general service—relishes, olives, 
pickles, bread. Ask for any you 
would like and say, “Thank you,” 
and “Please,” to those who pass 
them. Don't thank the servant who 
waits on you at table. You can 
make a point of thanking the 
hostess when you are leaving, if 
you get a chance, and good guests 
make that possible. 

When you leave say: “Thank you 
for a pleasant time. It was kind 
of you to let me stay.” And go 
your way at once. Never say, 
“Thanks for the eats.” It is nog 
funny. It is sheer bad manners. 

When in doubt, watch youp 
hostess.
